Beri-Beri, 2 : 

Tho similarity: of soma of tho symp- 
toms of arsenic poisoning to beri-beri has 
boon brought out by the enquirias of the 
Royal. Commission. The following is in 
tho evidence of Dr Reynolds, — : 

In September, 1901, Major Ronald Rass 
asked him to sce a cuse of supposed heri- 
beri which he had brought from the West

a mere trace, but consitlerable quantitios 
of arsenic. He sugyested therefore that 
tinned foods gonerally should be further 
examined for the presuuce of arsenic.
